.How does .the United States propose to 
check aggression In any part of the world? 
Will It have to be done by the now old fash- 
ioned' conventional weapons of World war 
• H, aa In Korea? Or can It be done cheaper by 
atom ic and hydrogen b ombs? 




At first glance it~mlght seenftbat this was 

arpureir military question to be "decided by 

, the department of defense. But It goes' much 
, higher. The decision to use or not to use 
the atomic bomb is reserved by law to the 
President of the United States.. The policy 
(has been not to use the bomb. 

.This applied to Korea. It applies to the 
' fighting In Indo-Chlna. It would presumably 
apply If fighting were to breal; out in any 
other trouble spot. 
* It fs now argued In some quarters ' that 
If the trmted States had a clear policy statC' 
. ment that It would henceforth use atomic 
weapons, to put down acts- of aggression, 
they wouliat happen. 

The Implications of such a policy present 
a frightening responalblltty. If atomic bombs 
, were' to be lised to stop the war In Indo- 
Chlna, or to stop renewed hMtUltles In Ko- 
rea, they would'have to be dropped on com- 
. munlflt.sources of fupply. These ^e obviously 
bases In China, In Manchuria and even In 
KuBsta. 

What such action would lead to Is a mat- 
tor for debate.' While it might stop local ag- 
gression momentarily, It would probably 
enlarge any war. No world leader would 
want to take on the responsibility for this 
action lightly.

Jai alternative? and this is obviously an air

This Is admittedly a concept of a national 
defense poUoy based on warfare of tlie future. 
Its reliance on the mere threat of atomic

cali that "victory through air power alone" 
did not work In either World war II or In 
Korea. .They Insist that conventional arma- 
ments will always be necessary.

Heat is Provided 
By New Designs

Button up Jour overcoat, throw 
another-log on tho-flre and push-Up. . 
the thermostat. Here comes winter. 
Overnight, the record-brenklng heat 
wave is history. Ways and means to 
keep comfortably warm take over 
the conversation. 

Depending on how your slghta are 
act,_liomc_heallng_olf_era_news In 
every phase, frotiT sleek, portable" 
space heaters to the grandest, auto- 
matically - oontroUed, homogenized 
beat instAllatlon. 

Even the basic fireplace takes cq 
a new look. Top Industrial designers 
have restyled fnmlllar applleticea. 
Engineers and physicists have been 
figuring ways to make a home even- 
ly warm, drafUess and so automatic 
In operation a simpleton like me 
forget the furnace. 

If you're lucky enough to live In a 
sew home, you are probably enjoy- 
ing the benefits of research In home 
heating. Today's trend to radiant 
heat via baseboard unite, or panels 
In floor, wall or celling, coupled with 
sensitive electronic controls, is de- 
signed to warm room aurtacea so 
that there is even distribution of 
heat. 

These new Installations are dean 
and banlah the unsightly radiator 
from the scene. Temperature 
changes from floor to celling la 
baseboard- heated rooms, research at 
the University of Illinois showed, 
vary less than two degrees. 

On the other hand, those of us 
who contend with rottllnff radiators, 
sharp fluctuations ot heat blast and 
cold drafts haven't been forgotten. 
-Baseboard-heating. units, can be' 
•inelftlled-ln— oldet-Jiom6a.j4oderh ' 



radiators are 40 per cent smaller 
than the old-Umeni and ore slim 
and' efficient heat dlslrlbuton. 

They can be installed In place of 
the old eyesore without too much 
expettie because the same pipes are 
usually used to hitch radiator to 
/umoce. 

Convectors. which ore enclosed, 
unobtruilve units that pull cold air 
In from the floor and puah heated 
air from a radiant panel along the 
top, are also practical for older 
homes. 

II a rapid boost in temperature In 
the bathroom or bedroom on a cold 
morning Is what you'ro looking for. 
latxpenalvt portAble 'pace _hcaten 
may be the answer. 

One new one combines radiant 
and fan-forced heat to deliver 43 
cubic feet of warm air a minute. 
This compact, bucket-shaped heater 
Is suspended on melal-leg supporii 
so that It can be tilted to any angle 
or put up on a ohelt or window seat 
A special safety switch cuts off the 
current it the heater Is '■cddsntally 
tipped over. ■ 

Without inter/erlne with 
function of the thermostat, a new 
one promises to be less obvious than 
the old brass number. This thermo- 
stat is round, three Inches in dia- 
nieter,- wlth amiooth-plBsUc shield 
which can be snapped off and point- 
ed or papered to blend with the 
wall. Inexpensive, the streamlined 
device can replace an old model with 
UtUs tiYTuble. 

New look around the biasing fire 
Is a single, long-handled black Iron 
tool with a curved, scoop-shaped end 
which Is designed to do away with 
the unsteady tongs, the .too-short 
poker and shovel and the rack that 
holds, them. 

Makers claim that burning logs 
can^be lifted ,uPv. fire .poked, ashes 
shoveled and burning emberi pushed 
around with the scoop. The long, 
3S or 4B inches, handle Is suppoied 
to keep fingers out of the blaie and 
save bending and stoopinK.
